18.—The status of 
Lngi'sh women who are married to 
aliens was discussed in the House of 
Cemmons tonight 

Major 8 E. Harvey moved that, 
“in the opinion of this house a Brit- 
ish woman should not lose or be 
deemed to lose her nationality by the 
mere act of marriage with an alien, 
but that {t should be epen to her to 
make a declaration of alienage.” 

Major Harvoy said the existing law 
distinctly penalized a British woman 
marred to an alien. For example, if 
a British woman was married to an 
Argentine, she ceased to be Brit'sh, 
but did not become an Argentine 
Thus she became an oytcast, with no 
nationality whatever. 

Lady Astor, supporting the motion, 
remarked that where two people of 
different nationalities married, the 
woman usually got her own way. 
That was why they wanted the vote.
